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Claim 1 discloses an atorvastatin calcium salt designated Form VI. No 
further data 1s given to enable the skilled man to ascertain whether a 
particular crystalline form of atorvastatin calcium salt falls within the 
scope of this claim. The same is true for claims 6 and 7, in which the 
only further data is the amount of water contained by the crystals. 
The search has therefore been performed for the subject matter of claim 1 
which has the parameters given In one of claims 2-5, or which has been 
prepared according to the processes of claims 8 or 9. 
It appears that the process of claim 9 could only lead to the calcium 
salt product if the metal hydroxide used is calcium hydroxide. The search 
has been made on this basis. 

The applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that claims, or parts of 
claims, relating to inventions in respect of which no international 
search report has been established need not be the subject of an 
International preliminary examination (Rule 66.1(e) PCT). The applicant 
is advised that the EPO policy when acting as an International 
Preliminary Examining Authority is normally not to carry out a 
preliminary examination on matter which has not been searched.
